Even  though  telemarking  is  an  old  form  of  turn¬ 
ing,  It  was  obsolete  until  the  rediscovery  of  the  new 
telemarking  technique  described  earlier. 

In  William  Grout's  article  in  Oct  1963  Siding,  he 
said  this  was  the  first  time  the  United  States  had 
sent  a  Nordic  demonstration  team  to  Interski.

CHICAGO  (AP)  -

“It  doesn't  take 
much,”  said  Joe  P. 

Mayo,  commander  of 
the  police  department's 
youth  division.  “Only 
one  person  has  to  recog  - 
nlxe  one  of  these  chil¬ 
dren."  ' 

Mayo  said  police  field 
nearly  13,000  reports  of 
missing  children  every 
year.  He  said  many  of 
those  reported  missing 
return  nome  within 
hours,  and  almost  ell  are 
eventually  located.  Still, 
last  year  officials  found 
no  trace  of  28  missing 
youngsters.

Now.  licensed, 
experienced  tour  guides  can  take 
groups  of  up  to  14  skiers  on  tours  be¬ 
tween  the  resorts. 

Directors  of  the  Interconnect  say 
the  experience  of  the  tours  are  unlike 
any  average  day  on  the  slope*.  Be¬ 
sides  being  able  to  ski  the  best  slopes 
each  retort  hat  to  offer,  skiers

Proper  equipment,  fit  and  adjustment  are  vital  to  the  success  of  any 
skier,  especially  to  the  beginner.  Trained  Instructors  can  teach  begin¬ 
ners  basic  fundamentals  often  overlooked  by  a  ‘good  friend'  who 
takes  you  skiing  for  the  first  time.  Fear  is  one  of  the  major  amotions 
that  the  untrained  novice  experiences  when  left  alone  at  the  top  of  a 
steep  slope.  Ski  classes  ere  designed  to  alleviate  this  problem  and 
prepare  the  beginner  for  the  fun  of  the  skiing  experience.

The  season  has  finally  arrived,  and  the  first 
snowfall  entices  many  students  to  forget  school  for 
a  day  or  two  and  leave  their  worries  behind  for  the 
glorious  adventure  of  skiing. 

For  many  beginners,  however,  the  first  skiing 
experience  is  a  traumatic  event  that  leaves  them 
shaking  in  fear.  Often  the  experience  is  marked  by 
well-meaning  friends  who  have  dragged  their  non¬ 
skiing  buddies  up  to  the  slopes,  and  attempted  to 
teach  them  all  there  b  to  know  in  10  minutes.  Sud¬ 
denly.  they  are  left  stranded  at  the  top.  Sound  too 

Gary  R.  Howard,  coordinator  of  BYLTs  ski 
school,  said  the  most  important  step  a  beginning 
skier  can  lake  b  to  have  lessons  from  a  professional 
ski  instructor. 

"More  people  are  injured  by  good  intentions  of 
friends.*  he  said.  "Injuries  can  be  reduced  75  per¬ 
cent  with  just  one  lesson.* 

Fear,  one  of  the  biggest  problems  beginners 
bee.  b  also  significantly  relieved  and  controlled  by 
a  professional  Instructor.  Most  friends  don't  khuw 
how  to  teach  the  necessary  skiing  skills  and  as  a 
result  beginners  are  left  at  the  top  of  the  slope  with 
no  way  of  turning  or  stopping,  said  Howard.  Fear 
and  bad  technique  are  learned  from  experiences 
such  as  these,  ne  said. 

Kim  Francom,  ski  director  at  Sundance,  said  a 
ski  instructor  can  teach  beginning  students  to  rrlaa 
instead  of  “worrying  about  what's  going  to  hap¬ 
pen.*  Fear  can  also  be  replaced  by  confidence 
through  learning  proper  method*  and  seeing  other 
beginners  leant.  ‘If  someone  in  class  picks  it  up 
easy,  others  see  that  it'a  easier  than  they  think, 
said  Franctxn. 

Another  problem  many  beginners  face  b  ill- 
fitting  equipment.  “A  lot  of  people  bring  up  bor¬ 
rowed  equipment  that  does  not  fit  right  —  the  skb 
an  the  wrung  tin,  the  bindings  an  not  adjusted 
properly  or  the  poles  an  too  short.  Thing*  that 
donl  fit  right  Just  don't  work.”  said  Francom. 

Those  who  an  faced  with  their  first  skiing  ex¬ 
perience  need  to  know  what  to  look  for  when  fitting 
equipment.  Ski  rentab  ask  for  a  person's  height, 
weight,  skiing  ability  and  age.  These  numbers  are 
combined  using  a  chart  to  get  what  b  called  a  *din* 
number,  which  seta  up  the  proper  tension  for  the 
bindings. 

Wayne  Stewart,  assistant  manager  of  Park's 
Sportsman  said  the  binding  tension  will  he  lighter 
for  beginning  skier*  because  they  tend  to  fall  a  lot 
more. 

Proper  ski  length  1*  obtained  by  measuring  the 
skb  sgainst  a  person's  height.  The  length  of  skis 
for  beginners  should  be  between  the  eyebrow  and 
the  top  of  the  forehead.*  said  Stewart. 

Bill  Chynoweth,  overseer  of  ski  rentals  at  a  local 
ski  shop,  said  smaller  skb  are  easier  to  learn  on. 

'  After  someone  skies  five  to  10  limes  they  can  move 
up  in  length.*  he  said. 

A  proper  boot  fit  U  critical  in  skiing  to  help  eli-  f 
minate  friction  and  bUsters. 

“You  should  feel  the  end  of  the  boot  with  the 
bottom  of  your  big  toe,  but  there  should  be  no  | 
pressure."  said  Chynoweth.

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Salt  Lake  City  may  make  a  bid  to  boat  the  1996 
Winter  Olympics,  depending  on  the  results  of  a 
feasibility  study  now  being  done  to  assess  the  situa¬ 
tion. 

..The  Joint  study  by  the  firms  of  Underwood  and 
McClellan.  Economic  Research  Associates  and 
EekhofT.  Watson  and  Preator  Is  being  undertaken 
to  evaluate  what  impaet  hosting  the  Olympics 
would  have  on  the  Salt  Lake  City  area,  both  econo¬ 
mically  and  otherwise,  said  Bob  Gore,  administra¬ 
tive  assistant  to  Salt  Lake  City  mayor  Ted  Wilson. 

The  two  critical  issues  that  must  be  met  are.  aa  I 
see  It.  first,  the  Olympics  rant  cost  os  money,  and 


Gore  said.  ’This  study  is  designed  to  analyse  those 
things." 

The  feasibility  study  will  coat  nearly  1200,000, 
with  the  money  coming  from  a  combination  of  pub¬ 
lic  and  private  sources.  It  ia  due  to  be  completed 
sometime  in  the  spring. 

The  consulting  firm  picked  to  do  the  study  was 
chosen  from  among  10  who  submitted  proposals, 
said  >Hnny  Richardson,  director  of  Ski  Utah,  Inc., 
the  marketing  arm  of  the  Utah  Sid  Association. 
“We  nicked  them  because  of  their  expertise  and 
familiarity  with  the  Olympics." 

According  to  Richardson,  Underwood  and 
McClellan  were  Involved  in  Calgary's  bid  for  the 
1988  Gaines,  while  Economic  Research  Associates 
had  a  large  role  in  the  recent  Summer  Game*  In  Los 
Angeles. 

Tne  study  will  address  concerns  about  funding, 
site  selection,  transportation,  forming  a  non-profit 
group  to  run  the  Games,  and  putting  together  a 
successful  bid,  said  Richardson.  He  added  that  it 
will  also  assess  the  possible  impart  the  Games 
might  have  on  water,  land  and  air  quality. 

The  feasibility  study  was  requested  by  the  Win¬ 
ter  Gaines  Task  Force,  an  ad  hoc  committee  of 
businessmen,  resort  owners,  elected  officials  and 
environmentalists  formed  to  examine  the  costs  and 
benefits  of  hokilng  the  Olympics  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

"We  couldn't  just  say,  ‘Hey,  wouldn't  it  be  a 
great  idea  to  hold  the  Olympics  in  Salt  Lake  City  V  " 
said  Richardson.  "We  needed  to  get  some  questions 
answered  first."

|  "And  make  no  mistake  about  it,"  be  added,  "the 
mayor  Is  looking  at  this  study  as  an  educational 
study,  not  as  an  ad  vocacy  document.  We  are  not,  at

After  the  study  is  completrtl,  the  committee  will 
decide  whether  to  put  in  a  bid  for  the  Games.  First, 
however,  a  referendum  will  be  held  to  see  whst 
type  of  public  support  exists  for  the  proposals. 

Support  for  holding  the  Gaines  it  currently  high 
in  Utah,  according  to  a  Deseret  Newa-KSL  pod. 
taken  In  May  by  Dan  Jones  and  Associates.  The  poll 
found  that  75  percent  of  those  surveyed  favored 
Salt  Lake  City  making  a  bid  for  either  the  *92  or  *96 
,  Winter  Games.  Only  12  percent  were  opposed  to 

r0?StiSrn1».Un«  the  Olympics  is  not  s  new 
phenomenon  in  Utah.  In  1968,  Salt  Lake  City  m»He 
a  bid  for  the  76  Winter  Games  alter  Denver  de¬ 
cided  to  withdraw.  That  was  turned  down. 

If  Salt  Lidte  City  decides  to  make  a  bid,  it  will  b« 
for  the  V5  instead  of  the  %  Games.  TV  Interna¬ 
tional  Olympic  Committee,  which  decide*  where 
the  Olympics  will  be  held,  has  heavy  European 
influence,  said  Richardson.  "Because  of  that,  the 
poasibilty  of  the  Olympics  being  in  North  America, 
two  Olympiads  in  a  row,  is  very  unlikely." 

The  1968  Winter  Olympics  will  be  held  in  Cal¬ 
gary,  Alberta,  Canada. 

Richardson  said  that  making  a  bid  for  the  Gaines 
can  cost  up  to  SI  million. 

Actual  bids  for  the  1996  Winter  Olympics  won't 
be  presented  until  1969. 

Strong  American  contenders  for  the  "96  Games 
include  Lake  Placid  and  Denver,  according  to 
Richardson,  with  the  former  considered  Salt  Lake 
City's  bigxest  competition. 

Both  Gore  and  Richardson  feel  Utah  could  be  an 
ideal  site  for  the  Game*.  "There  are  tome  IOC  and 
USOC  people  who  have  said  that  Salt  Lake  City  is 
probably  tne  best  place  in  the  U.S.  to  host  the 
Winter  Olympic*,"  said  Gore. 

“Salt  Lake  City  Isn't  perhtpt  known  Interna¬ 
tionally  yet,  but  then  there  are  places  where  the 
Games  have  been  held  that  have  only  four  or  five 
hotels,"  said  Gore.  "We've  got  an  international  air¬ 
port,  many  major  hotels  along  the  Wasatch  front, 
and  a  doten  more  that  will  be  built  before  1996." 

He  said,  “We  also  have  some  of  the  best  skiing 
conditions  in  the  world.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my 
mind  thst  we  can  do  a  fantastic  Job." 

Richardson  i greet  wholeheartedly.  "Our  main 
advantage  is  our  access  to  the  resorts,"  he  said.  "In 
Denver  it  was  a  two  hour  drive  from  the  athlete's 
lodging  to  the  event  sites.  Here  in  Utah,  you  can  be 
skiing  an  hour  after  you  step  ofTlhe  plane.  And  at 
11  different  resorts. 

Richardson  also  said  many  u.'  the  facilities  for  the 
Games  are  already  built,  saving  costs.  Facilities  for 
70  and  90  meter  ski  Jumping,  speed  skating  and 
bobsled  and  luge  competition*  would  be  the  only 
construction,  he  said. 

Richardson  doesn't  see  housing  as  a  problem, 
cither.  "Beside*  what  we  already  have,  we  have  a 
new  500  unit  Hobday  Inn  going  in  next  to  the  Salt 

C  Palace,  and  a  new  Hyatt  soon  after  that,"  he  said. 
‘For  the  athletes,  we  could  house  there  in  dormitor¬ 
ies  at  the  University  of  Utah,  or  at  some  of  the 
state's  other  universities." 

He  added  that  the  “U"  would  be  ideal  because  of 
it*  proximity  and  training  facilities.
